In 1859 th« Strang 
family removed to Pennsylvania and settled 
county, where Strang the younger 


was adnitted to the bar, at the age of twenty- 
two years. He became an active politician 
while a law student, and was a recognized 
leader o: the Republican party from the day 
he began the practice of his profession. His 
first om<!ial position was district attorney of 
Tioga county, and in the fall of 1860 he was 
elected to theJiouse of representatives, serv- 
ing two years. In 1867 he was again elected 
to the legislature and served four years. 
In 


1872 he was elected to the senate, and was 
honored with the speakership of that body in 
1874, in which position he distinguished him- 
self for iignity of manner and decision ot 
purpose, commanding respect alike from 
oppoaei.ts and friends.

How far 
north and west ot Manitoba it reaches will 
only be determined as settlement advancesv 
in thf t little known province. One thing is 
to be borne in mind about this region—it is 
the ultimate and permanent wheat field of 
the continent. The ^heat growing industry 
hasboen steadily moving west for more than 
half a century. Western New York and 
eastern Pennsylvania were once the great 
wheat sections. Then Ohio had its turn. 
Now Ifae counties of that state which forty 
years ago shipped large quantities of wheat 
to the east, do not raise enough to.eupply 
their own population with bread. Afterward 
Indiana, southern Michigan, northern Illi- 
iJois and Wisconsin made wheat the chief 
crop, to be succeeded by Iowa, and now by 
Minnesota, Nebraska and Dakota.

• Artesian Well*.. 


As an artesian well is among the im- 


provements to be made in Bismarck 
during the present season, information re- 
garding these wells will be received witb. 
interest by the TIUBUNE'S local readers. 
Artesian well makers say that water can 
be ifound anywhere, the question being 
only one of* depth. This \\ould seem to 
bepioved by operations in the desert of 
Sahara, the last place in which one would 
look for water. In that desert Frenc i 
engineers have sunk from 75 f) 100 wells, 
which yield 600,000 gallons of water per 
houi. "With this water a large space has 
been brought under a liigu state of 
cultivation. Among the more noteworthy 
aitesian wells in the United Stales is that 
of ihe insane asylum at St. Loui->, Mo. 
It is 3,843 feet de'-p, and yields 4,500 gal- 
lonis per hour. The water is warm, aver- 
agiing nearly 75 degrees.

city a sugar refinery has a well 2,500 feet, 
yfelding about 5 000 gallons per hour. 
In Louisville, Ky., is one 2,086 feet deep, 
giving 14,000 gallons per hour.
